On Navy Day we visualize the import- j 
ance of the navy as the first line o£ our 
national defense and an instrument to 
maintain peace. 
The navy, however, 


has other functions 
of Importance. 


"With our civilization we have come to 
be'dependent to a considerable degree 
for our national standards o£ living 
and comfort upon our foreign trade 
through the imports of many commod- 
ities which we cannot produce from our 
soil, and. the export of our surplus 
products. 
The continuance of this 


service depends at once upon main- 
tenance of order and protection .upon 
the seas in peace as well as war time. 
"We as a nation must contribute to this 
sea police. 


Beyond th'is the enterprise and in- 


itiative of our merchants in establish- 
ing their trade and the launching of 
their shipa rests in great measure in 
their confidence that this police power* 
exists, that it acts, and that it will 
continue. An efficient navy would be 
necessary even though we had no ma- 
jor problems ot national defense. 


The Arms .Conference through inter- 


national co-operation has enabled us 
to reduce the 
volume 
of 
defense 


equipment -we nead at sea; we cannot 
reduce its strength below the limits to 
which ive can carry such agreement 
with others but in any circumstancse 
we will always.need an .efficient navy 
for the maintenance of order upon the. 
seas.-

SUGGESTS TERMS OF 


_ UNITED STATES AID 


Proposes European Economic Agree- 
ments—Better World Business for 
America In Return for Credits 
and Partial Debt Cancellation. 


Agreements by Europe to make 


In exchange for American financial 
help, economic reforms that will 
insure profitable International busi- 
ness for the United States, is the 
basis of a plan tor world rehabilita- 
tion worked out by Fred I. Kent, 
chairman of the Commerce and 
Marine Commission of the Ameri- 
can Bankers Association. Mr. Kent, 
as a delegate of the association, 
recently laid this plan before the 
meeting of the International Cham.' 
ber o£ Commerce at- Rome. 
He 


pointed out that the United States 
has no right to attempt to dictate 
to Europe, but that "when it comes 
to loaning our money we have a 
right to demand satisfactory agree- 
ments before we do so." ^He con- 
tinued: 


How America Can Come In 


"As America has not the right to 


demand that the budgets oC Euro- 
pean countries be brought into 
order, that inflation be 'stopped, 
and that mutual understandings 
between tb7e Allies and Germany 
be developed, these matters can 
be approached only on the basis 
of what America has that she can 
give to Europe in exchange 
agreements which she believes. If 
carried out, would result la increas- 
ing the trade and commerce of the 
United States in sufficient volume 
to justify such action. 


"Prom the standpoint of America 


the two questions of primary, im 
portance are, what taxation will 
be necessary to meet the reQuire 
ments o£ our government, and, sec- 
ond, what Income will be left to 
the American people after the pay- 
ment of taxes; If the Allied debts 
are paid in full the .people of the 
United States will not have to meet 
Liberty bonds outstanding against 
them through taxation. If tha buy- 
Ing power of Europe is not restored 
the total national Income of the 
people of the United States will be 
.ess than otherwise. If a portion 
of the Allied debts can be cancelled' 
in exchange for agreements which

cancellation, the people of the 
United States would be the richer. 
There would seem no- doubt but 
that everyone would vote for can- 
cellation If It would assure greater 
national net, income, with economic 
peace and greater happiness for all 
peoples. 


"The real question, therefore, is 


whether It would be possible to co- 
operate with European govern- 
ments along such lines that, is 
exchange for cancellation of a por- 
tion o£ the Allied indebtedness to( 
the United States, they will give 
agreements aiming to correct those 
things in their countries at present 
economically unsound. 
It is not 


conceivable how mere cancellation 
could be anything but harmful, un- 
less accompanied by economic re- 
adjustment all along the line.

"Further agreements along the 


lines mentioned could not be made 
effective unless the whole repara- 
tions tangle i a settled. At the same 
time, therefore, that negotiations 
are being carried on la connection 
with any possible trading of the 
portion of the Allied Indebtedness 
against agreements that will lay a 
better foundation for progress to- 
ward prosperity In Europe, positive 
agreements must be made between 
tha Allies and Germany in connec- 
tion with reparations that can and 
will be lived up to. 


A Loan to Germany 


"A loan to Germany of 'sufficient i 


size to restore her economic situa j 
tion and enable her to make prog-j 
ress toward paying reparations, and i 
which came ahead of reparations,! 
with a stabilized Europe, would be I 
absolutely good, and if made at the 
request and for the benefit of the 
European Allied countries, it could 
undoubtedly be placed In America. 


"The constant friction which has 


existed between Germany and the 
Allies' because of the reparations 
would be eliminated. 
Confidence 


would be restored to the peoples of! 
Europe, whose badly shaken morale!' 
is probably the_greate8t obstacle j 
In the way .of accomplishment o£| 
those things necessar^ for stability.: 


"No force exists in the American'

Gov. Pinchot's outspoken declaration for prohibition 'en- 


forcement, at the national citizenship conference in Washing- 
ton, has awakened echoes all over the country. There is a big 
response to his words: 
. 


"It is idle to suggest that the law cannot be enforced. That 


the government of the United States, the most powerful na- 
tion on earth, with the people overwhelmingly behind- it, is 
powerless before a few thousand, or a few hundred thousand, 
' of assorted lawbreakers is simply unthinkable. The fact is we 
have never really tried. The essential reason why bootlegging 
and defiance of law by the liquor people is increasing is be- 
cause this particular nettle has never been grasped with a 
strong hand." 


A "strong hand" may be taken to mean a federal hand. That 


is the only ultimate solution, if the states themselves neglect 
their duty. There is to be considered, however, the equally 
strong statment of former Gov. -Allen"of Kansas: 


"Nevertheless, without any intention to belittle the respon- 


sibility of the federal government in this matter, I believe the 
prohibition people of the Unitew States should keep in mind 
the fact thaff it is the duty of the police powers of the several 
states to enforce prohibition in their respective states. 


"Good government must begin at home where charity 


does. The federal power should be the last resource of bad 
government in a local community." 


The situation now is as bad as it is, in various states, mainly 


because there is lacking a strong hand in the state government. 
And weak enforcement on the part of either of the governmen- 
tal powers possessing "concurrent" authority to enforce pro- 
' hibition goes back to the people. There is needed a tightening 
up all along the line.

The shortage in apartments has been

for experience shows that great num- 
bers of New Yorkers of limited means 
prefer to remain In even woefully ov- 
er crowded quarters near their places 
of employment rather than to go far 
afield and subject themselves to the 
cost and discomfort of daily journeys 
on .the jammed subway trains. 


The "World says that there are now 


165,000 families comprising 063,000 per- 
scns in need of apartments. 
They 


are finding shelter by doubling up and 
living under conditions clearly pro- 
hibited by law as inimical .to health and 
in defiance of the common decencies 
of life. .The newspaper 
also 
avers 


that, in spite of the demand/for low 
priced tenements, in three years only 
one building has been erected to rent 
at $10 a room, and that of 2,233 flats 
recently advertised, 
only 
forty-five 


were for rent as low as 512 a room. 
There are apartments enough at $2,500 
a year or more, but they mean noth- 
ing to the low-Income tenant. Mean- 
while the general scale of rents is ad- 
vancing, so 
that 
conditions

Th» 'dangers of a fireman's life ara 


well understood by the public. In his 
day's -work, he does'things -which seem, 
perilous and -which most men cannot 
do, such as climbing tall ladders that 
bend and sway, standing on sills and 
copings high above the streets, rush^- 
Ing Into blazing buildings and all that. 
The fire" department sustains many 
casualties from.falllnff walls, smoke, 
and noxious, suffocating fumes. It Is 
interesting to know that the commis- 
sioners have been able to buy lor the 
firemen some masks which will reduce 
'the danger to the men of being over- 
come by smoke and fumes. A com- 
pany of firemen fitted 
with 
these 


masks "walked into 
a 
smoke-fllled 


building at a bureau of standards and 
fought .an imaginary fire with as much 
case as though they were standing in 
the open air." With the firemen into 
a smoke '-or fume filled building goes 
a little lamp called a "safety lamp." 
The mask protects the firemen so long 
as there is a small percentage of oxy- 
men present. When that percentage 
falls to the danger line the lamp goes 
out. 
That is the signal that the fire- 


man must leave. We are making pro- 
gress in fighting flre as In other things. 
Perhaps some time the police depart- 
ment may provide for its men some 
of the "bullet-proof" vests about which 
one gets astonishing reports from time 
to time.—Washington Star.

Why N-avy Day? .What is the cele- 


bration all about? What does it com- 
memorate 
These are some of the 


questions that are asked. While it is 
most fitting- that the day decided upon 
for this purpose should be the anni- 
versary of the birth of the great man 
whose farsightedness and whose keen 
desire for the highest welfare of his 
country contributed so much to 
the 


navy's modern development, its design 
is not primarily to commemorate this 
important event. 
Its object, rather, 


like the object of a pure food show, 
public health exhibit, or'a county fair 
is to bring before the people who have, 
or'should have, a common interest In 
such matters, the reason for the exis- 
tence of such things as navies, pure 
food, hygienic principles, agricultural, 
and animal industries, etc. 
This is 


best accomplished by practical demon- 
strations in the various subjects, ex- 
hits of the modern advances and 
in- 


structions In their significance, and o£ 
their uses and benefits to the com- 
munity in every day life. This Is why 
the Navy Department at Washington 
has provided an opportunity to- the 
citizens^ of the country to .learn at first 
hand just what, besides flg-'nting, this 
navjvof ours is good for, and what it is 
doing in these times of peace. 


The terms ours is used advisedly, for 


it is the navy o£ each and every citi- 
zen of the United States no matter In 
what part of the world he lives, or is 
temporarily visiting, either for 
pur- 


poses o£ business or pleasure.' This 
fact is, most thoroughly 
appreciated 


by those citizens who do reside In for- 
eigri lands, or by those who. coming 
from inland localities with scarcely any 
conception of the navy's peace time 
functions, chance upon their ships In 
foreign ports. ' It is here they obtain 
a proper conception of the importance 
of sea power for their 
own country 


and realize the very real prestige it 
gives in business, political and diplo- 
matic activities. 


As a rule it is the people who seldom 


travel—who live in inland 
cities or 


town where Interest in matters naval 
is very casual, to whom such an op- 
portunity as Navy Day should es- 
pecially appeal. 
Among this class of 


people ' the prevalent 
conception of 


the»navy is the narrow one of a "fight- 
ing machine," a "first line of defense", 
etc. 
Few of them realize its great 


missions and its many activities 
in 


times of peace—the wonderful oppor- 
tunities offered to the youth of the 
country for travel, educational courses, 
trade' schools, and physical training,— 
all.of inestimable value as preparation 
for a future vocation !n case the navy, 
as a life profession, does not appeal 
Few of them consider the many valu-. 
able discoveries, inventions and ad- 
vances made in scientific fields by the 
navy during the peaceful years. Few 
remember the vast amount of good this 
I'navy has done and is doing in times of 
]great .disaster, such as that accom- 
plished during the recent 
catastrophe 


in Japan. 
These are but a few ex- 


'amples of the navy's peacetime activi- 
ties and more than justify Its 
exis- 


tence. It is for the purpose of 
en- 


lightening the people as to these mis- 
sions in time of peace as well as its 
prime mission in time of war 
that 


Navy Day has been so designated. 


More interest would be aroused in 


this matter it seems to me if it were 
possible to. inculcate in our minds the 
idea of personal, family or community 
ownership of the navy.

the rest of the world that the 
habitants of San Francisco werej 
maintained until they could reestab- 
lish the normal processes of life.

necessary on one side to recognize) 
the economic strength of Japan, the-' 
solidity of her credit; for American; 
merchants and business men to ex- 
tend to Japan the usual and normal 
facilities of trade.—-on the other 
hand, it is imperative for American 
charity to respond with that gen,J 
erosity which is befitting to our 
people in their fortunate situation.; 
to a great friendly nation that has; 
met so appalling a human problem! 
in the loss of life and suffering and I 
destitution."

These members of the Red Cross' 


executivs committee also emphasize' 
the fact that every cent of the fund 
now being assembled will be spent; 
for actual relief in Japan. No per-, 
sonnel is being sent to the affected 
districts and the fund, is being ad- 
ministered by a volunteer committee 
of substantial business men 


or service stations,

tions, I realize that such an educational 
campaign as suggested above is less 
needed here than in,the rural districts 
and in neighboring interior cities nnd 
towns.
